Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 3-5, 8, 9, and 14-21 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on April 5, 
2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 , 2, 6, 7, 1 0-1 3, 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by. 

Re claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10-13, 22 and 23, Bodie et al. discloses a vehicle braking 
apparatus comprising: a hydraulic braking apparatus including a first hydraulic braking 
device (36, 38) configured and arranged to apply a first hydraulic braking force on at 
least one first wheel subject to a first braking system; an electric braking apparatus 
including a first electric braking device (48, 50) configured and arranged to apply a first 
electric braking force on at least one second wheel subject to a second braking system 
that is different from the first braking system; and a regenerative braking apparatus 
including a first regenerative braking device (22) configured and arranged to apply a first 
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regenerative braking force on one of the first and second wheels subject to a 
corresponding one of the first and second braking systems. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Muller et al., Littlejohn and Riddiford et al. teach vehicle brake systems 
comprising hydralic braking, electric braking and regenerative braking.
